U. S. Must Halt 'All Acts of War' 
Johnson Studying Hanoi's Latest Bid 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) - 


President Johnson says the ad- 
ministration is carefully evalu- 
ating reports that North Viet- 
nam might enter into peace dis- 
cussions if the United States 
were to unconditionally stop the 
bombing of that country.

North Vietnam "will talk" when 
the United States has "uncondi- 


tionally stopped its bombing and 
all other acts of war" against 
the North. 


"We are evaluating them," 


Johnson said of the reports. 


While busy with many domes- 


tic problems, the President was 
studying foreign developments 
in Vietnam and Cambodia, as 
well. 


He told the news conference

peace" in 1968, adding, "we are 
pursuing every possible objec- 
tive." 


He said he felt the enemy 


knows it can no longer win a

No Democrat?c Tradition in Asia 


Some months ago President Johnson 


spoke about the great traditions of liberty 
and democracy that exist in Asia and which 
would contribute to its backing of our aims 
for that continent. Nothing could be more 
erroneous and we must wonder about the 
background of the President's speech writ- 
ers. Asia's history is one of authoritarian- 
ism with only the Philippines and Japan at 
present showing any signs of representative 
government. 


But the President's misinformation is

pretty well in Europe, we have completely 
o\erlooked the background of Asian na- 
lions 


In the first place, the various Asian 


nations in general fear other things than 
communism, even 
Chinese 
communism. 


The Japanese still don't like the Koreans 
and the feeling is mutual despite a recently 
enacted treaty 
The Filipinos hate the 


Japanese with reasons 
stemming 
from 


World War II. Thailand's arming against 
infiltration of Communists is aimed at 
North Vietnam, not China. Cambodia is 
afraid of South Vietnamese and Laotian 
infiltration to which the present American 
suggestion of pursuing the enemy over the 
borders into Cambodia lends 
credence. 


Tribesmen in Indonesia have been slaugh- 
tering Chinese but they don't care whether 
they are Communists or Nationalists or 
completely nonpohtical India and Pakistan 
fear each other. Burma still is annoyed 
about the Nationalist Chinese who only re- 
cently have been evacuated. The conflict 
between races and religions was demon- 
strated by the short lived Federation of Ma- 
lax sia or at least Singapore's part in it. 
Cooperation between the Philippines and 
Indonesia is hampered by the former's 
claim to part of Borneo. And so it goes.
